DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 35-41 and 44-1 1 8 (renumbered 1 -82) are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Fukuda (JP 53-80602) and Ohashi (JP 
2-249707) are seen to constitute the closest prior art of record. More particularly, each 
of these references is directed to a tire construction including groove-containing first 
sectors defined by a first elastomeric material and a plurality of second sectors defined 
by a second elastomeric material. The references further suggest that said elastomeric 
material is formed with greater mechanical properties, such as modulus and hardness, 
as compared to said second elastomeric material. It is additionally noted that while 
Fukuda broadly teaches the use of a first elastomeric material demonstrating superior 
abrasion resistance, as compared to said second elastomeric material, one would have 
recognized such a disclosure as being directed to a first elastomeric material 
demonstrating superior hardness and modulus (consistent with conventional 
relationship between respective properties in the tire industry). 

The prior art references, however, fail to suggest, disclose, or teach the claimed 
combination of modulus of elasticity for the first elastomeric material (20-80 MPa) and 
the claimed IRHD hardness between respective sectors (no disclosure of a minimum 
ratio of at least 1.15). One of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would 
not have found it obvious to form the tire of Fukuda or Ohashi in accordance to the 
claimed invention.
